“Kentucky,  here  we  come!”  This  cry  was  raised 
early  in  the  year  by  members  of  the  WAACs  and  was 
repeated  frequently,  reaching  a  full  crescendo  as  the  24 
travelers  and  their  sponsors  boarded  the  train  for  their 
exchange  visit  with  the  students  of  Middletown,  Kentucky. 
A  month  previous,  the  Wyandotters  had  acted  as  hosts  to 
the  youths  from  the  “Blue  Grass”  state. 

During  the  year  a  rather  complete  study  was  made  of 
the  geology,  industry,  transportation,  culture  and  social 
life  of  the  Wyandotte  of  former  years.  Library  research, 
reports,  slides,  movies,  field  trips  and  talks  by  prominent 
men  and  women  of  the  city  gave  the  class  a  kaleidoscopic 
picture  of  life  in  this  city,  past  and  present  and  enabled 
them  to  be  the  perfect  hosts.  The  study  was  also  a  most 
interesting  one  for  the  Wyandotte  youth  and  made  them 
extremely  proud  of  their  city. 

This  was  the  eighth  WAAC  class.  The  project,  begun 
in  1946,  through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross 
and  the  late  Carl  Hardwicke,  has  had  a  most  remarkable 
career  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding  achievements  of 
Roosevelt  High. 

Finances  have  to  be  considered  in  a  project  of  this 
type,  but  members  of  the  class  worked  together  on  many 
money-raising  schemes  to  fill  the  exchequer.  There  were 
paper  drives,  rummage  sales,  bake  sales,  county  fair, 
candy  stand  and  football  concessions  and  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  WAAC  possessions  was  the  over- sized  piggy 
bank  in  which  they  collected  necessary  funds. 

For  several  years  Mrs.  Hardwicke  has  carried  on  the 
project  and  has  given  it  dignified  and  friendly  direction.

Saturday's  Heroes 


When  the  June  commencement  exercises  come  around  this  year,  Roosevelt  High  School  will  lose 
sixteen  players  from  what  was  considered  by  many  the  greatest  football  team  in  the  history  of  the 
school. 

Although  stumbling  in  the  season’s  opener  to  the  tune  of  a  20-13  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Pontiac,  the 
Golden  Bears  went  on  to  win  eight  straight  games  and  bring  the  B.  C.  L.  championship  to  Wyandotte 
for  the  second  straight  year,  giving  them  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  team  in  B.  C.  L.  history  to 
successfully  defend  its  title. 

After  the  setback  in  Pontiac,  the  Bears  moved  next  door  to  Ecorse  where  Wyandotte  scored  on  its 
first  play  from  scrimmage  and  went  on  to  win  easily,  33-6. 

Highland  Park  then  invaded  Wyandotte  for  the  Bruins  first  home  stand  but  the  Polar  Bears  were  no 
match  for  the  Golden  Bears  and  were  sent  home  howling  after  a  26-0  whipping. 

A  highly  rated  Royal  Oak  team  was  the  next  to  try  to  crack  the  Bear  line  and  received  a  21-0  trimming 
plus  the  grand  total  of  -  22  yards  gained. 

Wyandotte  had  its  worst  scare  of  the  season  at  Grosse  Pointe  where  they  barely  eked  out  a  7-6  de¬ 
cision  over  the  Blue  Devils. 

Monroe  hungry  for  Bear  meat  put  up  a  stiff  battle,  but  went  the  way  of  the  others  and  wound  up  on  the 
short  end  of  a  7-0  score. 

The  big  game  of  the  season  was  with  Lincoln  Park.  The  Railsplitters  were  included  in  the  top  ten 
teams  in  the  state  and  were  favored  by  many  to  beat  Wyandotte,  but  the  Bears  didn’t  quite  see  it  that 
way  and  ripped  through  Lincoln  Park  to  a  21-0  victory  and  a  place  in  the  top  ten  teams  of  the  state.

Smiles  of  Victory 

The  most  cherished  award  a  Bear  gridder  can  receive  is  the  Pinson  trophy.  This  trophy  is  awarded 
annually  to  the  player  voted  the  most  valuable  to  his  team  by  his  teammates. 

Frank  Nauyokas  was  the  twentieth  player  to  receive  this  trophy,  which  was  put  into  circulation  in  1933 
by  James  G.  Pinson,  a  former  Wyandotte  footballer.  Mr.  Pinson  has  a  deep  interest  in  Wyandotte 
athletic  events  and  to  enliven  the  interest  of  others  he  donated  the  trophy. 

Mr.  Pinson  played  football  during  the  more  rugged  days  of  the  game,  from  1898-1901,  for  Wyandotte 
High  School,  which  is  now  Lincoln  Junior  High  School.  The  grand  old  sport  has  certainly  come  a  long 
way  since  thenl 

A  new  trophy  made  its  appearance  this  year  as  the  post-season  awards  were  being  made.  The  trophy 
is  the  Veryl  Speer  Memorial  Trophy,  awarded  to  the  most  outstanding  backfield  player  on  the  team. 

Ken  Parish  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  to  have  his  name  inscribed  on  the  trophy,  and  as  a 
coincidence,  he  happens  to  be  a  cousin  of  the  player  for  whom  the  trophy  was  donated. 

Syd  Fogel,  a  teammate  of  Veryl  Speer,  presented  the  trophy,  donated  by  the  1942  undefeated  team  in 
memory  of  thelate  Veryl  Speer,  who  was  killed  in  World  War  H,  to  Jack  Henderson,  who  accepted  it  on 
behalf  of  the  school.  Three  other  members  of  the  ’42  team  were  also  on  hand  for  the  presentation. 
They  were  Ed  Mierkowicz,  John  McCrea,  and  Don  Speer. 

To  show  their  great  appreciation  and  respect  for  their  coach,  Jerry  Henderson,  the  members  of  the 
football  team  presented  him  with  a  trophy  as  a  fitting  climax  to  a  great  coaching  career  and  a  success¬ 
ful  season.

These  were  just  a  few  of  the  compliments  that  the  ’52  football 
team  paid  to  Jerry  Henderson,  their  coach,  who  is  retiring 
from  the  coaching  profession  to  be  entered  into  the  Admini¬ 
stration  end  of  the  field  of  education. 

After  John  Middlesworth  retired  from  the  coaching  world  in 
1950,  he  left  a  big  gap  which  would  take  more  than  an 
ordinary  coach  to  fill.  Jerry  Henderson  stepped  into  this 
gap  and  more  than  filled  it,  as  he  brought  two  championships 
to  Wyandotte  in  the  two  years  he  was  the  coach  here. 

Prior  to  becoming  varsity  coach,  Jerry  was  the  mentor  for 
the  freshman  team  for  a  number  of  years,  and  had  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  fielding  a  winning  team  for  every  game  but  one, 
which  was  against  a  rather  lucky  E corse  team. 

When  Jerry  took  over  the  varsity  squad  he  was  working  with 
the  same  boys  who  had  played  for  him  in  their  freshman 
year.
